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Raise Will Total Millions 


More Than Previously Forecast 


HE pricetag for the Military Pay Act of 1958 is going to be higher than pre- 


viously forecast. 


As President Eisenhower signed the legislation into law 20 May—it becomes ef- 
fective 1 June—revised Defense Department estimates showed that military pay 
may be increased $628,000,000 during the fiscal year beginning in July. 

This is $21,500,000 above previous estimates. 

The President had hardly signed the bill when the Services, taking advantage of 
prior preparations, flashed pay instructions to finance officers throughout the world. 

As a result of the Pay Act (Public Law 85422), some men and women in the 
Armed Forces will receive bigger pay checks before the end of next month. These 


are persons who are paid twice monthly. 


The June payroll for Service military personnel will be about $50,000,000 more 


than in May. 

When Congress approved the pay plan 
earlier this month, the Pentagon esti- 
mated it would cost $576,438,000, exclu- 
sive of $30,000,000 already set aside for 
proficiency payments, which the Serv- 
ices had planned to put into effect ad- 
ministratively. 

Adding the $30,000,000, this brought 
the total increase in military pay to 
$606,438,000. 

Revised figures compiled since passage 
of the pay measure show that the cost 
of the Act will total $525,000,000 for the 
Active Forces ($180,000,000 Army; $122,- 
000,000 Navy; $32,000,000 Marine Corps; 
and $191,000,000 Air Force). It also will 
cost $40,000,000 for retired personnel and 
$33,000,000 for the Reserve Forces. 


This adds to $598,000,000, but does not 
include the $30,000,000 already set aside 
for proficiency pay. When this is added, 
it shows that military pay will go up 
$628,000,000 during fiscal ’59. 

In addition to the previous forecast 
of $30,000,000 for proficiency pay, the 
new Act includes $7,500,000 more for this 
purpose, making a total of $37,500,000 
which will go to selected enlisted men. 

In estimating the cost of the pay bill 
for fiscal ’59, it is pertinent to note that 
there are areas in which the Defense 
Department and Budget Bureau, if they 
so desire, could reduce the cost by many 
millions of dollars. 

This “control” occurs notably in the 
matter of proficiency pay for enlisted

is what will be spent for military per- 
sonnel costs in the next year. 

The newest and most potent weapon 
brought to bear on the problem—the 1958 
Military Pay Act—will be wheeled into 
position on 1 June. 

Under its impact, the United States, for 
the first time in its history, can look to 
a large, standing, professional, peacetime 
military force. 

For military families and for young 
men who are contemplating military 
service, this means the time has come 
to take a new look at the advantages and 
disadvantages of a career in the Armed 
Forces. 

Many are not fully aware of the vast 
changes whicn have taken place since 
Korea because these changes have been 
shaped a little at a time in the form of 
new laws whose powerful impact is just 
now beginning to hit home. 

Basically, these changes spell:

STRAC Seen Headed 
For Sharp Debate 


Forthcoming Congressional action on 
Defense Reorganization will be marked by 
new emphasis on the composition and 
support of the Strategic Army Corps 
which, the Army stresses, must “hitch- 
hike” with the other Services. 


The Pentagon announced 20 May the 
organization of STRAC, “a force special- 
ly-tailored to deal with limited wars and 
to move promptly to potential trouble 
spots anywhere in the world.” 


This announcement was new only in 
that it identified the elements of 
STRAC—the XVIII Airborne Corps and 
82d Airborne Division at Ft. Bragg, N.C.; 
101ist Airborne Division, Ft. Campbell, 
Ky.; 4th Infantry Division Ft. Lewis, 
Wash.; and the 1st Infantry Division, Ft. 
Riley, Kans., and supporting units. 


Earlier, the Army had told of STRAC 
in a brilliantly prepared pamphlet, titled 
“Peace or Piecemeal,” the June issue of 
the Army Information Digest, which is 
“The Official U. S. Army Magazine.” 


Veteran Pentagon observers were of the 
opinion that the “Peace or Piecemeal” 
pamphlet, which, of course, received all 
appropriate clearance, would have en- 
countered Defense Department “policy”

How do these emoluments and benefits 
stack up, dollar-wise? 

First, under the new pay law, members 
of the Armed Forces will receive almost 
$6.4 billion in basic pay, proficiency pay 
and (if the Services adopt it) officer-re- 
sponsibility-pay. 

To this, military families will receive 
$1,206,000,000 in quarters allowances and 
$519 million in subsistence allowances, all 
tax-free. The tax-free feature means a 
savings of about $700 a year for senior 
officers who receive monthly SQA pay- 
ments of $218.88. 

In addition, military personnel will 
draw $342 million in incentive pay for 
hazardous duty and $232 million for other 
types of special pay such as special pay 
for doctors, and foreign and sea duty pay. 

Men who reenlist in the Armed Forces 
will be richer by $148 million in bonus 
payments, and those who receive subsist- 
ence in kind will be served meals cost- 
ing $531 million. 

About $179 million will go to those re- 
ceiving terminal leave, severance or re- 
adjustment pay. 

Clothing allowances will provide mem- 
bers of the military service with another 
$236 million; the Government will pay 
$122 million into their Social Security 
fund and will spend $688 million to trans- 
port men and their families on perma- 
nent changes of station. 

In addition, $86 million will be spent 
on medical care of military dependents 
and $640 million will be paid to those on 
the retired rolls. 

These payments add up to more than 


$11 billion—more than one-fourth of the 
total military budget. 

They do not include two multi-million- 
dollar programs — Survivor Benefits, 
funded by the Veterans Administration; 
or military family housing, which is sep- 
arated in the Defense budget from other 
personnel-type programs. 

Nor does the $11 billion total include 
many other benefits of military service 
which go to make up the total standard 
of living of individual Servicemen or in- 
dividual Service families. 

For example, all members of the Armed

Forces are provided free medical and 
dental care; schooling to improve their 
professional, scientific, technical or ad- 
ministrative knowledge; access to recre- 
ational facilities such as swimming pools, 
golf courses, clubhouses; free legal aid; 
medical care for their families; liberal 
vacations and burial benefits. 

They also are given the opportunity 





to buy low-cost annuities for their fam- 


ilies (Uniformed Services Contingency 
Option Act); to purchase homes on “GI- 
type” loans; to take college or university 
courses with the Government footing 
part af the bill; and to travel extensively 
throughout ‘the world during their mili- 
tary, careers. 

en families are moved to new as- 
signments, the Government pays them a 
“dislocation allowance,” to ease the finan- 
cial impact. of, these shifts. 

If members die on active duty or of a 
Service-connected cause after leaving ac- 
tive duty, their widows are entitled (un- 
der the Survivor Benefits Act) to a life- 
time income and their children are as- 
sisted until they reach raaturity. Addi- 
tionally, the widow will be entitled to 
Social Security benefits when she reaches 
old age. If the husband participated in 
the Contingency Option program, she 
also will be entitled to monthly checks 
from the USCOA fund. 

The dollar value of many of these bene- 
fits, when added to basic pay, provide 
important additional incentives for career 
service. 


A young enlisted man in pay grade E-5 
with over six years’ service will receive 
$210 per month basic pay under the new 
pay bill. If he is married, he will receive 
either free Government quarters or a $77 
quarters allowance, plus a $30 subsist- 
ence allowance, for a total annual in- 
come of $3,804, but including $1,284 which 


are provided initially by the Government 
and maintained by a clothing allowance. 
He will receive 30 days’ leave. 

In the officer brackets a lieutenant 
colonel with 10 years’ service will receive 
$560 per month in basic pay under the 
new Pay Act. If he is married, he will 
be provided with Government quarters 
or a $137 quarters allowance, plus a $48 
subsistence allowance, for a total annual 
income of $8,940, including $2,220 which 
is not taxable. He also receives 30 days’ 
leave, although Service requirements bar 
many from taking advantage of this priv- 
ilege. 

A military career offers many new ad- 
vantages as a result of Congressional 
action in approving numerous forward- 
looking career incentive laws. The De- 
fense Department has adopted and is con- 
tinuing to explore new policies designed 
to ease the burdens of military life. 

There are, of course, disadvantages to

Services Committee reported the pay bill 
to the House in March, it said: 

“The Committee on Armed Services is 
well aware of the fact that there are 
other factors besides pay which enter 
into the question of whether or not an 
officer or enlisted man will make the 
service a career, 


“Many of these factors cannot be made 
subject to legislation, such as stability 
of assignment, overseas duty, absence 
from families, and the lack of a home 
with permanent roots in a local commu- 
nity. There are other conditions which 
are being solved slowly but which in- 
volve large expenditures of public funds 
—such as adequate housing.” 

But, the Committee continued, the new 
pay law, “while costly, may well prove 
to be the most sound investment ever 
made by the American people. 

“It is intended to provide adequate re- 
muneration for the skills, the experience, 
the maturity and the responsibility as- 
sumed by service personnel who must be 
familiar with the modern weapons sys- 
tems so complex in nature as to make 
the weapons of World War II appear as 
simple as the bow and arrow in com- 
parison. 

“The problem of retaining skilled per- 
sonnel must be solved for national sur- 
vival may depend upon the success or 
failure of the solution. In the opinion of 
the Committee on Armed Services, the 
proposed legislation will go far toward 
accomplishing the results desired.”

military department shall be separately organized under its own Secretary and 
shall function under the direction, authority and control of the Secretary of De- 
fense exercised through the respective Secretaries of such Departments. 


Second, the bill states the intent of Congress that there shall be established uni- 
fied and specified combatant commands. 


Third, it announces the intention of the Congress that there be a clear and di- 
rect line of command to the unified or specified combatant commands, 


Fourth, it announces Congress’s intent to provide for more efficient, effective, 
and economical administration in the Department of Defense by: 


(1) granting the Secretary of Defense authority to abolish, consolidate, transfer 
or reassign service functions other than major combatant functions 30 days after 
notifying the Congress; 

(2) giving the President unlimited power to transfer, reassign, or consolidate 
combatant and non-combatant functions in case of hostilities or imminent threat 
of hostilities which will revert to their former status upon the cessation of hostili- 
ties or the threat of hostilities; and 


(3) giving the Secretary of Defense the right to transfer, reassign, abolish, or 
consolidate major combatant functions, after consultation with the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff, if the Congress does not pass a concurrent resolution expressing disapproval 
with 60 days after receiving the recommendation. A combatant function which the 
Secretary of Defense proposes to transfer, reassign, consolidate or abolish becomes 
a “major combatant function” if one or more members of the Joint Chiefs of Staff 
disagree with the proposed transfer, reassignment, abolition, or consolidation. 

This paragraph also removes any doubt as to the authority of the Secretary of 
Defense to assign new weapons or new weapons systems to one or more services 
as he may determine. 

Fifth, it indicates our intent to eliminate unnecessary duplication in the Depart- 
ment of Defense, but particularly in the field of research and engineering by vest- 
ing its overall direction and control in the Secretary of Defense. 

Sixth, it retains the restriction against the merger of our armed services, 

Seventh, it prohibits the establishment of a single Chief of Staff over the Armed 
Forces and the creation of an overall armed forces general staff, 

Section 3 of the bill completely rewrites Section 202(c) of the National Security 
Act. The Committee bill clarifies this section in the following manner: 

1. It provides that the Secretary of Defense shall have the authority to transfer, 
reassign, abolish or consolidate service functions, other than major combatant 
functions, 30 days after a report in regard to all pertinent details has been made 
to the Congress. 

2. It gives the President the authority, during periods of hostilities or the im- 
minent threat of hostilities, to transfer, reassign, or consolidate any function, in- 
cluding those assigned to the military services pursuant to their statutory roles 
and missions. The President will have the authority to keep these functions trans- 
ferred, consolidated or reassigned so long as he deems such action necessary; but 
at the end of hostilities or threat of hostilities the functions will revert to their 
original status. 

3. This is most important. Under this paragraph, the Secretary of Defense can 
recommend to the Congress that a major combatant function assigned to a mili- 
tary service pursuant to the statutory roles and missions contained in the National 
Security Act be transferred, reassigned, abolished or consolidated. To do this, he 
must first consult with the Joint Chiefs of Staff because this is obviously an im- 
portant military matter. After the report is made to the Congress, Congress may 
prohibit the transfer, reassignment, abolition, or consolidation if within 60 calendar 
days of continuous session of the Congress, it adopts a concurrent resolution stat- 
ing its opposition to such proposed transfer, reassignment, abolition, or consolida- 
tion. A combatant function becomes a “major combatant function” if one or more 
members of the Joint Chiefs of Staff disagree with the recommended transfer, con- 
solidation, abolition, or reassignment. 

The new Section 3 also repeats the language contained in the policy statement 
that the Departments of the Army, Navy, and Air Force shall be separately or- 
ganized under their own Secretaries instead of being “separately administered.” The 
departments will function under the direction, authority and control of the Secre- 
tary of Defense, but this direction, authority and control shall be exercised through 
the Secretaries of the military departments, 

The language in existing law has been retained with respect to a Secretary of a 
military department or a member of the Joint Chiefs of Staff presenting to the 
Congress on his own initiative after first advising the Secretary of Defense any 
recommendations relating to the Department of Defense. 

Section 3(b) of the bill amends existing law by requizing the Secretary of De- 
fense to annually submit a written report to the Presiitent and the Congress con- 
cerning the Department of Defense. Existing law requires semi-annual ‘reports, The 
language has been retained, however, with respect to separate reports within the 
annual report from each of the military departments. 

Section 3(c) of the bill repeals the general functions of the Secretary of Defense. 
This is based upon the recommendation of the Department of Defense. 

Likewise, Section 3(d) repeals that part of existing law with respect to policies,

Army Cuts Costs Of 
Cargo Parachute Drops 


An Army do-it-yourself aerial delivery 
system may save the taxpayers thou- 
sands of dollars and at the same time in- 
crease the all around efficiency of cargo 
parachute operations. 

Developed by the Army Quartermaster 
Field Evaluation Agency, the system’s 
central component is an expandable plat- 
form made of plywood and honeycombed 
paperboard which weighs one-half and 
costs one-tenth as much as present types. 
The platform can be fabricated on the 
spot from commercial materials to fit in- 
dividual items of equipment. 

An independent extraction system was 
developed to puli the platform, loaded 
with equipment, out of an airplane in 
flight. 

Using the new system, the Army thinks 
it can reduce the number of cargo para- 
chutes needed to drop heavy equipment, 
and, because the equipment can be 
dropped at up to 55 feet per second, can 
achieve much greater accuracy. 

Platforms used on the system cost ap- 
proximately $95, compared with $700 plus 
for standard, commercial models, One 
platform, the Army reports, has been 
used successfully in 10 separate air drops.

Text of the AlNav follows: 

The Career Compensation Act of 1949 has 
been amended effective 1 June 1958. The 
Act increases the rate of basic pay and es- 
tablishes new pay grades O-9 and O-10, and 
E-8 and E-9. Rates of Basic Allowances Sub- 
sistance and Basic Allowances Quarters for 
O-9 and O-10 are the same as 

BAS and BAQ for E-8 and E-9 are the 
same as E-7. 

A SecNav Notice, 7220 will be airmailed 
to all Navy and Marine Corps disbursing 
officers and will contain instructions concern- 
ing officers with over four years active en- 
listed service and for basic pay tables as 
follows: 

Table I: Commissioned officers O-1 through 


O-10. 

Table I: Commissioned officers O-1 
through O-3 with over four years active en- 
listed service. 

Table IMI: Warrant officers, W-1 through 
w-4. 

Table IV: Enlisted, E-1 through E-9. 

The Act provides for payment of separate 
pay for unusual responsibility for officers 
and proficiency pay for enlisted members.

With minor exceptions, the Act provides 
that any person entitled to retired pay, re- 
tirement pay, retainer pay, or equivalent 
pay, on 31 May 1958 shall be entitled to an 
increase of six percentum of the pay to 
which they were entitled on that day. 

The adjustment will be automatically per- 
formed by the Navy Finance Center and 
Headquarters Marine Corps. 

Members retiring or transferring to the 
Fleet Reserve or Fleet Marine Corps Reserve 
on or after 1 June 1958, are entitled to re- 
tired/retainer pay based on the new rates. 

The Act contains a ‘‘save pay clause’”’ 
which provides that no person active or re- 
tired will suffer by its enactment any reduc- 
tion in basic or retired pay to which he was 
entitled on 31 May 1958.

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Steady Gains Raise Stature Of Service Careers 


The downgrading in the desirability of life careers in the Armed 
Services which followed World War I and the Korean War not only has 
been stopped, but the concerted non-partisan efforts of leaders in the De- 
partment of Defense and Congress have resulted in restoring to Service 
careers the prestige and attractiveness traditionally accompanying the 
honorable profession of arms. 

The comprehensive survey of the legislative and administrative steps 
taken over the past five or six years to restore career attractiveness, as 
printed on the first page of this issue, is revealing of the broad ex- 
tent of the results thus far achieved. THE JOURNAL is truly proud of the 
part it has played in the continuing effort to bring about these improve- 
ments. 

The decline in career attractiveness was as inevitable as it was dan- 
gerous. It originated from the same causes that led to the rapid deteriora- 
tion of our Armed Forces after the victory in Japan. The people and Con- 
gress were tired of war and were willing to sacrifice armament for peace. 
Military personnel were targets for many and diverse charges and econo- 
mies. The situation grew steadily worse; long-standing traditional rights 
were taken from Service personnel; their commissary and exchange priv- 
ileges were severely curtailed; construction of government housing was 
stopped entirely and reliance placed on scarce high-rental quarters; pay 
lagged not only behind industry but proportionately behind that of other 
government departments. 

As the situation worsened the Service leadership began to grow 
alarmed, particularly as the career retention rates fell lower and lower, 
cost of recruiting and training rose higher and higher, and efficiency 
became difficult and costly to maintain. 

One of the first major efforts to pin-point the trouble was the famed 
Womble Committee, officially the Ad Hoc Committee on the Future of 
Military Service as a Career that will Attract and Retain Capable Career 
Personnel. Headed by RAdm. J. P. Womble, jr., this group pulled no 
punches. It said that world commitments had burdened personnel with 
“instability and abnormal hardship, particularly lengthy family separa- 
tions’; that there was irresponsible criticism of the implementation of 
national military policy, and “slanderous attacks and criticism of military 
leaders.” Pay had not kept pace with the cost of living, extra pays and 
compensatory benefits had declined, dental and medical care had less- 
ened—on and on the committee told the sad story of what had happened 
to careers and what was necessary to restore them to their former posi- 
tion of attractiveness. 

The story of accomplishments since then is told in THE JOURNAL’S 
survey published in this issue. Perfection has not been attained, there are 
always ways to improve, but forward-looking legislators, Department of 
Defense officials, and an aware public have brought about such great im- 
provements that the status of Service career personnel is now better than 
any time since World War Il. Men and women can be proud to serve in 
the forces of the United States and proud of the prestige it gives them to 
serve their nation. 

While TH JOURNAL derives considerable satisfaction in the strides 
that have been made, we do not by any means consider the job done. 
Administratively, full advantage must be taken of the new laws to get 
the most efficiency and economy from the management tools Congress 
has provided. Also, as we pointed out in the editorial in our issue of 10 
May, there are further improvements needed. Thus, while pointing out 
the advances that have been made, we at the same time pledge our best 
efforts to continue the campaign for the best of living standards and 
professional recognition for Service personnel and their families. 


Meeting The Threat Of Limited Warfare 


Announcement this week of the organization of the Strategic Army 
Corps, a four-division force, combat-ready to move to any part of the 
world to put down brush-fire wars, (Page One) is further evidence of 





the emphasis being placed upon our ability to meet and contro] 
war. There are many who believe global warfare may be effectiy 
vented by the Free World’s power of massive retaliation. The 
they feel, lies more in the field of limited or brush-fire wars wh 
aggressor nations will nibble away at the edge of the Free Worlq With, 
out ever laying themselves open to the utter destruction of an all-out wa 

To meet the threat of limited warfare, to deter it by ability to meee 
it, or to achieve a swift victory if it should break out, specific Tesourey, 
of each component of our Armed Forces are needed. 

The Army’s STRAC, organization of which is now revealed, is a Dow. 
erful, ready force, and also one that may readily be augmented ag the 
occasion may require. The official announcement noted that STRAC; 
“effectiveness and speed of movement are dependent upon the availability 
of air and sea lift.” It is dependent upon the Air Force for airlift and 
upon the Navy for sea transportation. The STRAC announcement ex. 
plained that the Joint Chiefs of Staff, in assigning it to a mission, would 
also assign the needed air or sea transportation, 

The Air Force also has a specific force charged with the responsibility 
of planning to combat small wars—the 19th Air Force of the Tactic 
Air Command and TAC’s Composite Strike Force tailored to meet specify 
conditions (see article on Page 31 of the 10 May JouRNAL). The Navy 
and Marine Corps, too, are proud of their ability to cope with small war, 
wherever they may be, either through the use of Marine Corps landing 
forces or carrier air striking forces. 

Ostensibly, all of these elements are coordinated by the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff. It would seem, however, that their close cooperation and coop. 
dination might be achieved most effectively by the establistment of 2 
joint command to give day-in and day-out supervision of training and 


coordination.

® There are two bills pending in Con- 
gress, which if passed into law, will

Unfortunately, the bills are pigeon- 
holed in the Senate and House Armed 
Services Committees. 

The Bills have been introduced by 
Senator Strom Thurmond of South 
Carolina and Representative Frank M. 
Karsten of Missouri and are identified 
as S-1094 and HR-9143. The provisions 
of the Bills are: “To extend the time 
for making application for compensa- 
tion for unusued leave accumulated on 
September 1, 1946 by members or for- 
mer members of the Armed Forces.” 

The provisions of these Bills refer to 
the Armed Forces Leave Act of 1946

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PRESIDENT’S LETTER TO CHAIRMAN VINSON 


May 16, 1958 
Dear Mr. Chairman: 


I have just been shown your Committee’s revision of the defense reorganiza- 
tion legislation which I sent to the Congress two months ago. From a quick 
reading I have these impressions: 


First, on the whole the bill clearly reflects constructive efforts to correct the 
main difficulties which have troubled our defense establishment in recent 
years. I congratulate you and your Committee colleagues for the progress 
made toward developing a sound defense structure. 


Second, by and large the bill seems to deal positively with every major problem 
I presented to the Congress. 


Third, in certain respects—two quite important—I believe that changes would 
make the Committee’s revision clearer in intent and more clear-cut in effect 
within the Defense Department, and therefore would result in greater de- 
partmental and operational efficiency. I am requesting a member of my staff 
to give you my views on such items. I hope this language will be suitably 
adjusted on the House Floor.

as the many administrative functions that are properly performed in the military 
departments and services. 

Forces assigned to the unified or specified combatant commands may only be 
transferred from such commands by the authority of and under procedures es- 
tablished by the Secretary of Defense with the approval of the President. This will 
clarify the cloudy situation which exists under present law. 

Under the Committee bill, military departments will continue to be responsible 
for the administration of the forces assigned from their departments to such com- 
mands. Responsibility for the support of forces assigned to combatant commands 
shall be vested in one or more of the military departments as the Secretary of De- 
fense may direct. This makes it clear that each military department will be re- 
sponsible for the administration of its own forces. Since at times it may be un- 
economical to operate two lines of supply, particularly if the number of personnel 
from one department assigned to a command is small in number compared to the 
number of forces assigned from another department, the Secretary of Defense may 
direct which military department or departments will provide the support for such 
commands. 

Section 6 of the Committee bill deals with the delegation of duties by the mili- 
tary chiefs. The Vice Chief of Staff of each service will have such authority and 
duties with respect to his service as his Chief may delegate to him, but we do not 
allow the Vice Chief to delegate his responsibility. 

Section 7 clarifies the role of the Chairman of the Joint Chiefs of Staff by strik- 
ing out the words “who has no vote.” 

Section 8 reduces the number of Assistant Secretaries of the military depart- 
ments. As a result there will be three Assistant Secretaries of each military depart- 
ment, instead of four. 

Likewise, as suggested by the Department of Defense, the duties of the Assistant 
Secretaries are repealed. They will no longer have statutory duties but will be 
assigned such duties as the Secretary may prescribe. 

Section 9 of the Committee bill is most important. It authorizes the appointment 
of a Director of Defense Research and Engineering, to be confirmed by the Senate. 
He will take precedence immediately following the military secretaries. In addi- 
tion to such other duties with respect to research and engineering ag the Secretary 
of Defense may prescribe for him, the Director will be the principal adviser to 
the Secretary of Defense on scientific and technical advances, shall supervise all 
research and engineering activities in the Department of Defense, and shall direct 
and control basic research and engineering activities (including their assignment 
or reassignment) as the Secretary of Defense deems to require centralized manage- 
ment. In addition, the Secretary of Defense or the Director of Research and Engi- 
neering is authorized to engage in basic and applied research projects, by con- 
tract with private organizations or through other agencies of government, The

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THE NAVY DEPARTMENT HAS ORDERED a "revitalization" 
of its global Leadership Program "because of 
the growth of modern attitudes which place wide- 
spread emphasis on materialistic rewards, create

THE LEADERSHIP PROGRAM heretofore has been pri- 
marily the responsibility of Chaplains. Now, 
says the Navy, "it will be placed squarely in 
the hands of the line officer, which is where 
it belongs." The Chaplain will resume his 
"traditional role of advisor and assistant to 
the Commanding Officer who bears the ultimate 
responsibility for the health, welfare, and 
morale of his men.” 





THE NAVY IS ALARMED over a 30% increase among 
sailors and marines in the 1957 AWOL rate over 
1956, with an estimated cost in time lost from 
work at more than $100,000,000 a year, exclusive 
of administration and confinement expenses. 





COURTS-MARTIAL in the Navy and Marine Corps now 
are occurring at a rate of more than 4,000 a 
month. The Army says its average is 6,039 a 
month. The Air Force has the lowest per capita 
court-martial rate, with an average of 2,560 
per month. 


ONE POSITIVE FACTOR that will help the Navy's Lead- 
ership Program and related efforts in the other 
Services is the fact that higher retention rates 
as a result of the Military Pay Act of 1958, 
combined with strength reductions, will permit 
the Services to deny enlistment and reenlist- 
ment to low caliber personnel. The vigor of 
the Navy's new program is reflected in a General 
Order from Secretary Gates. He has told offi- 
cers that "nothing is more important than per- 
sonal example in setting the tone of a command. 
There is no possible excuse,” the Secretary 
declared, “for an officer who misbehaves pub- 
licly or who is going through the motions while 
collecting his pay check. . . . The most inm- 
portant area of leadership improvement lies in 
the personal supervision of the men.” The 
Secretary added that he "expects each reporting 
senior who makes out fitness reports to evaluate 
the officer concerned not only on his technical 
competence as @ leader but on his sense of moral 
fitness and responsibility as well." 


THE AIR FORCE IS MAKING AN EXCEPTION in its drive 
for unadorned uniforms—even traditional “hash 
marks" are being eliminated—to authorize cer- 
tain officers and airmen to wear a new Guided 
Missile Insignia. Slated for sale at Exchanges 
about 1 August, the insignia will be worn on 
the middle slot of the left pocket. It was 
CofS General White who pushed the proposal for 
special identification for personnel, as will 
be stated in a forthcoming AFR, “who by virtue 
of job assignment and attainment of command, 
operational or technical skills, have a direct, 
distinctive and important role in the develop- 
ment, mainterlance and/or operation of guided 
missiles." 


THE AF REGULATION will state that the missile in- 
Signia will be authorized for men in units em- 
ploying tactical, strategic, reconnaissance or 
interceptor missiles. Units employing Guided 
Aircraft Missiles (GAM'’s) or Guided Aircraft 
Rockets (GAR's) are not considered guided mis- 
sile units. 
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THE SUBMARINE-MISSILE MENACE was given prominence 
by Lt. Gen. Roy H. Lynn, ADC Vice Commander, ;, 
an address to the Washington Board of Trade, 
The combination of ICBMs from Russia and IRBMs 
from submarines, he said, "will pose one of the 
most serious threats our country has ever 
faced."

THE ARMY HAS DESIGNATED its first group of soldiers, 
about 50, for college level training while in 
uniform. One group will take a terminal two- 
year technical training course at Purdue; an- 
other group will be sent to the Milwaukee School 
of Engineering. The Chief of Ordnance is spon- 
soring the educational program. So far, about 
700 applications have been received from en- 
listed men seeking college training; the Army 
expects hundreds more.

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HE National Guard Association of 

the United States, with its 47,000 
active members, this week claimed 
victories on two fronts in its battle 
to force reconsideration of the pro- 
posed National 
Guard reduc- 
tion from 400,- 
000 to 360,000 
men and from 
27 to 21 divi- 
sions. 

Determined 
to resist what 
Association 
President Maj. 
Gen. William 
H. Harrison, jr., 
Adjutant Gen- 
eral of Massa- 
chusetts, called 
an “attack on 
National de- 
fense,” the Association had pinned its 
hopes on the State Governors to force 
Congress and the Pentagon to re- 
verse the plan to eliminate six Guard 
divisions and 1,100 company-size non- 
divisional units. 

Its hopes were partially fulfilled at 
the annual Governors meeting this 
week with the announcement by 
Army Chief of Staff General Maxwell 
D. Taylor that no National Guard Di- 
visions will be cut. The plan to elimi- 
nate 40,000 men and 1,100 non-divi- 
sional units, General Taylor said, has 
not been abandoned. 

On another front, Rep. Carl Vinson 
(D-Ga.) bolstered Association hopes 
of defeating the manpower cuts when 
he told the House Armed Services 
Committee that the House Appropri- 
ations Committee would approve en- 
ough funds to maintain the Guard at 
its present level of 400,000 men. 


Two Hurdles To Clear 


As a result, the Association now has 
only two hurdles to clear for complete 
victory. It will have to persuade the 
Administration to use all Guard mon- 
ey appropriated by Congress, so that 
the full strength may be maintained, 
and will have to continue to oppose 
the elimination of many non-division- 
al units. 

Founded in 1878 by Civil War vet- 
erans from both the North and South, 
the Association lists as its purpose the 
promotion and support of adequate 
national security and the fostering 
and improvement of the National 
Guard and the Air National Guard as 
components of the Armed Forces. 

Headquarters are located in the 
heart of Washington at 100 Indiana 
Avenue, N. W., overlooking the Capi- 
tol and just a few floors away from 
the offices of the Senate Preparedness 
Subcommittee which is investigating 
the nation’s defense posture. Within 
a year, the Association will move into 
a new National Guard Memorial 
Building under construction nearby at 
No. 1 Massachusetts Ave., N.W. 

The new headquarters, elaborately 
designed with an exterior of sand-fin- 
ished Tennessee pink marble, will cost 
over $1.6 million, including the $400,- 
000 which the Association paid for the 
choice building site. 

In addition to housing the 17-man 
full-time headquarters staff, the 
Memorial Building will provide a 
large Executive Council Chamber and 
a 408-man capacity auditorium. A spe- 
cial iounge will be set aside for en- 
listed men.

personnel and the estimated $12,000,000 
that the newly authorized responsibility 
pay for officers would cost, if fully im- 
plemented. 

The Services were less than enthusi- | 
astic about the extra pay for officers, 
and it could well be that the actual cost 
of this feature of the legislation will be 
well below the $12,000,000 figure. 

One other method which could be used 
to reduce total costs would be to restrict 
promotions in both officer and enlisted 
ranks. However, if such an approach 
were used, there is no question that the 
impact of the pay legislation on career | 
attractiveness efforts would be jeopard- 
ized. | 

A good guess is that the actual cost 
of the pay legislation for the next fiscal | 
year will prove to be about $600,000,000.

SEGRAVE DECISION 


On 8 February 1955 the U. S. 
Court of Claims awarded retro- 
active pay to Col. David C. Se- 
grave, USAR-Ret., under Title IT 
- ar 810 (131 Court of Claims 

The Court’s decision said, in ef- 
fect, that Reservists retired under 
Title II of P.L. 810 are entitled to 
retired pay from the date they 
meet age and length of service 
qualifications, but not prior to 29 
June 1948 when the law was en- 
acted. It dismissed government ar- 
guments that these Reservists 
were entitled to retired pay only 
from the first day of the month 
following their application. 

At first refusing to follow the 
Segrave decision, the Comptroller 
General contended that the Se- 
grave rule might be reversed in 
other cases pending before the 
Court. The Court held firm. The 
Comptroller later gave in. 

Now that the Comptroller Gen- 
eral has given his approval to back 
pay for thousands of retired Title 
Itt Keservists, the three military 
Departments have been given the 
task of administering the decision.

From first page— 
troller General said. 


The Air Force will make retroactive 
payments to all Reservists or their wid- 
ows whenever they retired. It says it is 
notifying all Title III Reservists to sub- 
mit claims applications if they think they 
may be entitled to back retired pay. 


The Navy has limited its retroactive 
payments exclusively to those Title III 
Reservists who were eligible for retired 
pay on the date P.L. 810 was enacted, 
29 June 1948. The Navy says that Re- 
servists who became eligible at a later 
date but did not collect all or any part 
of their pay may not now receive any 
retroactive pay. 


The Army, which was following a pol- 
icy similar to the Air Force up to 20 May 
1958, suddenly reversed itself on 21 May. 
The Army will now make retroactive 
payments only to those Title III Reserv- 
ists who were eligible on 29 June 1948 or 
their widows. 


Both the Army and Navy plan to ask 
the Comptroller General for a new de- 
cision on the matter. 


Singular among the three Services, the 
Navy says it will not make payments 
to widows of eligible Title III personnel. 
The Navy says that if these widows wish 
to claim the benefits of the Segrave de- 
cision, they will have to submit individ- 
ual claims to the Comptroller General 
in Washington, D. C. 

Again unlike its sister Services, the 
Navy says it is automatically, without 
individual application, correcting the rec- 
ords of Reservists, who were eligible for 
retirement when P.L. 810 was enacted, 
to show a revised retirement date and 
issue the appropriate back pay. 

The Army and Air Force say that, even 
though they are notifying as many peo- 
ple as possible, they cannot pay until 
signed applications are received from 
either the Reservists or their widows. 

Army applications should be made to 
the U. S. General Accounting Office, Au- 
dit Branch, Indianapolis 49, Indiana. 

Air Force applications, Pentagon offi- 
cials say, should be made to the Claims 
Division, Air Force Audit Branch, Gen- 
eral Accounting Office, 3800 York Street, 
Denver 5, Colo. 

Recent decisions of the Comptroller 
General indicate that no retroactive pay- 
ments may be made for periods prior to 
10 years before the date of appplication, 
regardless of any mistakes made by any 
government agency.

Committee bill deals with the Advanced Research 


The President proposed to grant procurement authority in the field of basic and 
pplied military research to the Director of Research and Engineering. In the sup- 
lemental military construction bill, presented to the Congress in January of 1958, 
similar authority was requested for the Advanced Research Projects Agency. 
When the conferees came to agreement on those particular provisions they were 
ncluded in Section 7 of Public Law 325 of the 85th Congress. That section deleted 
eference to the Advanced Research Projects Agency but gave the Secretary of 
lefense or his designee the authority to engage in advanced projects essential to 
he Department of Defense’s responsibilities in the field of basic and applied re- 
earch and development. In addition, it permitted the Secretary or his designee, 
ora period of one year from the date of enactment of that Act, to engage in such 
(vanced space projects as might be designated by the President. 

The authority for the newly-created Director of Research and Engineering as 
ontained in the Committee bill is much broader than that granted in Public Law 
2 for advanced projects. This is general authority to engage in research and de- 
lopment as well as the procurement authority necessary to enter into such con- 
tacts as might be necessary in the furtherance of that authority. 

The Secretary of Defense has already stated that the Director of Research and 
ngineering would have overall supervision over the administratively created Ad- 
anced Research Projects Agency as well as the research and development activi- 
ls of the military departments. It seems clear that contractual authority, in 
urtherance of these efforts should not be in two different agencies outside of the 
ilitary departments but within the Department of Defense and should be con- 
dlidated in one agency. Since the Director of Research and Engineering has been 
piven the overall direction and supervision of these efforts it seems desirable to 
lace the contractual authority in that agency to the exclusion of the Advanced 
Research Projects Agency. The language in this bill would do precisely that, re- 
pealing the procurement authority heretofore granted in support of the Advanced 


Research Projects Agency. 


Section 10 of the Committee bill deals with the Armed Forces Policy Council and 
Amends existing law so as to include the Director of Defense Research and Engi- 


heering, 


Section 11 of the Committee bill adopts the Department recommendation that 
fere be seven Assistant Secretaries of Defense. We will continue to look into this 


matter at a later date. 


Section 12 authorizes the transfer of officers from one service to another, How- 
ver, an officer transferred from one service to another shall only carry with him 
WS Same precedence or relative rank. This will prevent raiding between the services 
bY One service offering an officer of another service a higher grade. 
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ECRETARY Wilber M. Brucker 

has announced the Army is initiat- 
ing an “action program” designed to 
inform and motivate retired officers 
about teaching opportunities in the 
Nation’s schools. 

The Secretary said the focal point 
in the effort will be the Office of The 
Adjutant General. 

Plans call for the establishment by 
the A. G. of a name and credential 
file, direct correspondence with re- 
tired personnel and officers approach- 
ing retirement, and close cooperation 
with organizations such as the Re- 
tired Officers Association, U. S. Em- 
ployment Service, national educational 
associations, and state and local school 
jurisdictions. 





Army Secretary Pushes Drive | 
For Retired Teacher Employment 


“Among Army personnel, retired 
and approaching retirement,” said 
Secretary Brucker, “are substantial 
numbers who have essentially all of 
the academic preparation required 
for teaching, a profession closely re- 
lated to the military in many respects. 

“Army men who have baccalaureate 
degrees and special competency in at 
least one core subject (science, 
physics, mathematics, history, lan- 
guage) can offer our high schools and 
colleges the crystallized lessons of al- 
most a full lifetime of teaching and 
being taught; the seasoned under- 
standing of young people, and a rich 
resource of contacts with other 
peoples of the world.

clearance problems if submitted as a 
speech. 

For example, the pamphlet declares 
that “there is an alarming lack of 
modernization in our troop-and supply 
carrying airfleet.” 

The pamphlet describes STRAC as 
“fire-brigade organized, trained and 
equipped to confront the Soviet arsonist 
anywhere, any time, under any condi- 
tions; capable of delivering the right de- 
gree of force to put out the fire to which 
it has been called.” 

“But,” continues the pamphlet, “and 
this is a point the Army feels constrained 
to repeat—this essential force has no 
organic transportation means for rapid, 
long-distance movement of units with 
their equipment and supplies. STRAC 
must hitch-hike with sister services, 
themselves not yet fully supplied with 
necessary modern planes and ships.” 

Stressing the readiness of STRAC and 
its vital mission of coping with the brush- 
fire war, the Army pamphlet says at an- 
other point: “STRAC has one prime pre- 
requisite which it cannot provide for it- 
self. It needs transportation for strategic 
mobility. Under the present organization 
of our Armed Forces, the Army does not 
have organic transportation means for 
rapid, long-range movement of Army 
forces. The Army must therefore ‘hitch- 
hike’ with the other military services; 
in other words, the Army’s fire brigade 
is dependent upon its sister services to 
get to the fire.” 

There is no question that if Secretary 
of the Army Wilber M. Brucker or Gen- 
eral Maxwell D. Taylor, Chief of Staff, 
were to hold a Pentagon news confer- 
ence, newsmen immediately would ques- 
tion them as to whether they felt a re- 
organization of the Armed Forces would 
be desirable to solve the Army’s stated 
shortcoming. 

There is good reason to believe that 
the announcement this week of STRAC’s 
organization and the recent publication 
of the pamphlet will provoke close Con- 
gressional scrutiny of the Nation’s readi- 
ness for brushfire actions. 


The forthcoming debate in the House 
on the Reorganization Bill could well 
provide the forum for such an examina- 
tion. 

Obviously, STRAC is a combatant force, 
but it is one which, like the Air Force’s 
Tactical Air Command, does not yet come 
under any specified or unified command. 


There is strong reason for speculation 
that proposals will be made for creation 
of an all-Service organization that would 
be specially designed and trained for use 
in limited war. 


Significantly, General Taylor has 
stated: “While all-out assault against the 
United States remains as the greatest 
danger, it is the piecemeal loss of the 
Free World to limited and camouflaged 
aggression that constitutes the greatest 
long-term threat to the Nation’s secu- 
rity.” The Army’s ability to react swiftly 
and decisively in case of a local war 
serves as an ever-present preventive of 





the general war,” General Taylor main- 
tains. 

It is obvious that if action is taken to 
eliminate what the Army calls the 
“alarming lack of modernization” in 
troop and supply-carrying lift by reor- 
ganization changes, the Army will make 
a strong case that it should have the 
dominant say in any new organization 
—just, for example, as the Air Force has 
been given the dominant status in the 
unified North American Defense Com- 
mand. 


New Rules Affect 
Clothing Contracts 


The Army is setting up new standards 
for clothing manufacturers who desire to 
be considered for military contracts. 

Under the new procedure, which 
becomes effective 1 July, only bidders 
who qualify under established standards 
will be placed on Qualified Manufacturers 
Lists. Only those firms appearing on the 
lists will be permitted to submit bids. 

In order to qualify, applicants will be 
required to complete Qualification 
Questionnaire, which has been designed 
to show that the individual firm is 
capable of meeting the _ established 
standards. 

The questionnaire will be sent to 
all firms currently on the Bidders Lists. 
Any other firms desiring to qualify may 
request applications from The Executive 
Director, Military Clothing and Textile 
Supply Agency, 2800 South 20th Street, 
Philadelphia. 

The Army said the new action is being 
taken to “prevent the types of situation 
which were criticized by the House Com- 
mittee on Government Operations and 
the Permanent Subcommittee on In- 
vestigations of the Senate Committee on 
Government Operations.”

Airlift Contract Mission Shifts To MATS; 
AMC Says More Than $75,000,000 Involved 


Air Materiel Command no longer will 
do the buying or the administering of 
airlift contracts after Fiscal Year 1959 
contracts are awarded. 

Procurement and administration of 
future commercial air carrier contracts 
will be accomplished by MATS. 

The change affects three airlift pro- 
grams: the overseas airlift augmentation 
service, LOGAIR, and the movement of 
cargo and passengers originated by the 
Air Force Ballistic Missile Division, In- 
glewood, Calif. 

The transfer evolved as a result of 
MATS being named the Single Manager 
Operating Agency for Airlift Services. 

LOGAIR, now operating between 56 
stations within the United States, uses 
commercial carriers to move priority 
cargo betwen AMC installations, and 
bases of the Strategic Air Command, Air 
Defense Command and bases of other 
major commands. It also services the 
aerial ports of embarkation located in 
the United States. 

In the first seven months of Fiscal 
Year ’58, the four carriers engaged in 
LOGAIR averaged a total of more than 





12 1/3 million ton miles per month, Rev- 
enue ton mile costs average 13-14 cents; 
load factors are currently averaging 
78%. 

AMC’s contracts with the four carriers 
for the present fiscal year, from 1 July 
1957 to 30 June 1958, will amount to about 
$20.5 million. 

In speaking of the overseas airlift aug- 
mentation program, which provides for 
commercial carriers to augment regular 
MATS overseas cargo and passenger serv- 
ice, AMC officials noted that the contracts 
for the present fiscal year called for the 
movement of passengers and cargo be- 
tween the East Coast, the United King- 
dom and Europe, from the West Coast to 
Tokyo and in the Pacific Inter-Island 
area. 

Contracts for these services. will 
amount to about $55 million for the pres- 
ent fiscal year. 

The AF Ballistic Missile Division’s con- 
tract calls for a run from the West Coast 
to Patrick AFB, Florida, with provisions 
for stops at intermediate points. Dollar 
amount of this contract will approach 
$1 million during the present fiscal year.

HE A3J attack weapon system, rolled- 

out here i6 May for its first public 
view, was christened the “Vigilante” by 
Admiral Arleigh A. Burke, Chief of Naval 
Operations, who told some 1,500 spec- 
tators at the ceremony that the plane 
represents the Navy’s hopes and expec- 
tations and that its arrival is being 
eagerly awaited by U. S. fleets around 
the world. 

Both Admiral Burke and Mr. J. H. Kin- 
delberger, NAA board chairman who in- 
troduced him, stressed the versatility of 
the new aircraft. Mr. Kindelberger de- 
scribed it as probably the most versa- 
tile airplane built today. 

The Chief of Naval Operations spoke 
of its long range and high load carrying 
capacity, of its ability to use nuclear or 
conventional weapons, of its high speed, 
and its capability to attack from ex- 
tremely high or extremely low altitudes. 


Thwarts Counter-Measures 

This great versatility, he pointed out, 
together with the precision with which 
it can seek out and destroy targets on 
sea or land, prevents the enemy from 
devising a single counter - measure 
against it. 

“Manned aircraft,” Admiral Burke 
said, “will be with us for many years to 
come. Man can think—a missile can not.” 

The Vigilante will now enter upon its 
ground tests and is scheduled to make 
its first flight this Summer. It will be 
the first all-weather, carried-base weap- 
on system capable of delivering special 
weapons on difficult targets at super- 
sonic speeds. 

Aside from being described as super- 
sonic, no performance figures on the 
A3J have been released. It is powered by 
two General Electric J79-2 engines of 
15,000 pounds thrust each. The Lockheed 
F-104A Starfighter, which is powered by 
one GE J79 engine, recently set a new 
world’s speed record of 1404.19 miles per 
hour and an altitude record of 91,249 
feet. Some observers draw the conclu- 
sion that two such engines delivering 
more than 30,000 pounds thrust should 
drive the A3J to speeds equalling or ex- 
ceeding Mach 2.5. 


Weapon System Concept 

Mr. Kindelberger pointed out that the 
A3J, which was designed, engineered 
and produced at the Columbus Division, 
is the first aircraft built by North Amer- 
ican under the complete weapon system 
management concept. “Under this con- 
cept,” he said, “North American was 
given complete responsibility for all ele- 
ments of the manufacture including the 
contribution of the various sub-con- 
tractors. We believe that the power and 
efficiency of this aircraft will conclusive- 
ly demonstrate the desirability of the 
weapon system management concept.”

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Sikorsky Shows New Amphibious ’Copter 


S-62; First To Have Flying Boat Hull 


STRATFORD, CONN. 

HE first amphibious helicopter with 

a flying boat-type hull, the Sikorsky 

S-62, was shown publicly for the first 

time here by the Sikorsky Aircraft Divi- 
sion of United Aircraft Corporation. 


The 10 to 12 passenger, turbine-pow- 
ered ’copter, has an empty weight of 
4,550 pounds, and a gross weight of 7,500 
pounds, an average cruising speed of 105 
m.p.h. and a top speed of 117 m.p.h. 

The payload and speed of the S-62 is 
700 pounds greater and 20 miles an hour 
faster than military versions of the 
Sikorsky S-55. The Army and Air Force 
version of the S-55 is the H-19, the Navy 
model, the HO4S, and the Marine Corps 
version, the HRS. 


Savings Described 


In designing the S-62, Sikorsky retained 
a large percentage of mechanical com- 
ponents which have been proven in the 
S-55 and its military counterparts. 
Among the S-55 components incorporated 
in the S-62 are all main and tail rotor 
heads and blades; main, intermediate 
and tail gear boxes; shafting; tail rotor 
pylons, and major portions of flight con- 
trol and hydraulic systems. 

This design feature, Sikorsky states, 





“will provide a new, modern helicopter 
at considerable saving in initial and op- 
erating costs.” 

Use of the same components will per- 
mit military and civilian operators to 
utilize their large supplies of S-55 spare 
parts. 

Lee S, Johnson, Sikorsky General Man- 
ager, said the S-62 has more than met 
company expectations in flight tests. 
“Our people,” he said, “are impressed by 
the stability of the ship, by its low noise 
level inside and out, by the absence of 
vibration, and by its good handling char- 
acteristics.” 

Other advantages of the new aircraft 
pointed out by Mr, Johnson include: 

Instantaneous flight made possible by 
introduction of a turbine engine. Warm- 
up time for existing ’copters is at least 
five minutes, he notes, The S-62’s in- 
stantaneous readiness is of vital impor- 
tance in rescue operations and where 
fires and crash injuries are concerned. 

Unequalled hovering ability when fly- 
ing in high-altitude areas or hot weath- 
er. The ’copter operates effectively up to 
17,000 feet. This ability will be an asset 
in mountain rescue work and in the 
tropics, Mr. Johnson said, 

The S-62’s cabin is 14 feet long and 
can accommodate six stretcher cases.
